Hundreds of Odd Fellows from all 
over the state paraded the streets of 
Santa Ana this morning.

and some 5000 or 6000 who swarmed | 
along the outskirts without pay. Roc- 
ognizing that the 420 people ought 
to have seen some flying, W alsh and 
Martin today announced that within 
a short time a free exhibition of fly­ 
ing w ill be given. 
This exhibition 
w ill cost the 
420 
people 
nothing. 
Those 5000 or 6000 who were on the 
outskirts yesterday w ill pay no more 
than they did yesterday. 
The biplane was in the field a half- 
mile south of W est First street and 
west of 
South 
Ross 
street. 
A r­ 
rangements were made with the ci'ty 
for closing Ross and Birch 
streets 
at their intersection, but on account 
of some mistake among 
the police 
the streets wer^ not roped, and those 
who “ no-pay” filled the streets, hop­ 
ing to get a long distance 
sight of 
flying. 
Those who paid and 
those 
who 
broke their way in 
were 
rewarded 
with a close inspection of a flying 
machine: 
This close 
inspection 
is 
something that is not usually allow­ 
ed in aviation. 
The 
planes, sides, 
forward and rear, indicated the prin­ 
ciples of flight, and the 
wonderful 
force of the propeller 
was demon­ 
strated. 
The stubble had been cleared for 
about 150 yards as a starting course, 
but it had not been tested, so short 
was the time of preparation of those 
having the meet in charge. 
W ith W alsh in his seat, the ma­ 
chine was cranked from the rear of 
the 
propeller. 
Instantly 
the 
pro­ 
peller whirled at tremendous speed. 
The biplane was turned loose, and 
on the wheels the machine tore off 
like an automobile. 
Bu t 
the soft 
earth would not allow speed 
suffi­ 
cient to raise. 
W alsh turned to his 
left and ran far to the south. 
There 
the machine was turned and another 


determined effort 
to get 
up 
was 
made. 
This effort was unsuccessful. 
The 
run across the 
field 
showed 
how rough the surface was, and it 
is to be doubted whether any other 
professional 
aviator 
would 
have 
made another attempt, 
but 
W alsh 
and Martin were anxious not to dis­ 
appoint those who had paid admis­ 
sion. 
A third attempt was made, 
after 
the engine liad been adjusted. 
This 
attempt was likewise unsuccessful. 
The effort 0 get up was continued. 
After sundown the machine got up 
for a couple of jumps of 200 feet or 
more, but the speed attained in the 
get-away was not enough 
to 
raise 
the biplane. 
The aviator states that 
if he can get speed enough to get up 
ten or fifteen feet he can then keep 
in the air. 
"The machine is all right,” 
said 
W alsh today, "and I would have done 
some flying with it had we not trust­ 
ed too much to our starting field.” 
There is no question 
but 
what 
those in charge of the exhibition did 
their best, and certainly 
none 
of 
those present was any more disap­ 
pointed than W alsh and Martin. Cer­ 
tainly, too, they 
are 
the 
greatest 
losers financially, 
for 
the 
money 
taken in from the sale of tickets did 
not pay the expenses of policing the 
grounds. 
"W e 
are 
greatly 
disappointed,” 
said M artin this morning, 
"and 
to 
show the people that we are on the 
square we w ill give a 
free 
exhibi­ 
tion, possibly next week. 
That ma­ 
chine has done some excellent fly­ 
ing. and, of course, it can do it again. 
In our haste in getting 
ready for 
yesterday we had no time to try out 
the field. 
W e wanted a day or two 
longer for preparation

Gomez, 
the clerical leader in Portugal, today 
cabled the National Zeitung from Sal­ 
vatierra that the Royalists had com­ 
pletely defeated the Republican forc­ 
es throughout Northern Portugal. 
L IS B O N , Oct. 7.— The Portuguese 
republic was virtually recognized to­ 
day by the foreign diplomatic corps 
here. 
Various ministers, headed by 
Sir Francis V illiers of Great Britain, 
visited the provisional minister, Dr. 
Machado, and tendered 
his reports 
and their respects, receiving in re­ 
turn assurances by the new adminis­ 
tration tha 
foreign rights and treat­ 
ies in Portugal would be protected. 
It was announced that King M an­ 
uel, the queen mother, and the Dow­ 
ager Queen M aria Pia, 
and 
King 
Manuel’s uncle, the Duke of Oporto, 
w ill be exiled, 
but 
their 
personal 
property w ill be respected. 
This is 
expected as a concession by the Re­ 
publicans. 
According to a statement by the 
provisional cabinet, 
the probability 
of an uprising in the provinces 
on 
King Manuel's behalf 
has 
reached 
the minimum. 
President Braga said 
lie had received assurances of fealty 
to the republic from leading provin­ 
cial officials. 
The 
cabinet 
denied 
that the Nationalists are mobilizing 
tor an attack on Lisbon. 


R E P U B L I C P R A C T I C A L L Y 
W A S R E C O G N IZ E D T O D Y 
Senor Bernardo Machado, M inister 
of Foreign Affairs for the Portuguese 
provisional 
government, 
today

nounced the purpose of the new ad­ 
ministration.

Braga’s request, 
and said: 
“ The Portuguese republic has been 
proclaimed by the army, the navy, 
and the people. 
There is a general 
adhesion to the government in

provinces. 
Public enthusiasm is un­ 
paralleled. 
The 
provisional govern­ 
ment has before it a great duty, one 
involving 
much 
work. 
It has the 
country to make over. 
W e w ill en­ 
deavor to put in operation the Re­ 
publican 
party 
program. 
This in­ 
cludes a policy of decent equalization, 
both in the local administration and 
in the government of the colonies. 
"The 
financial 
budget 
must 
be 
equalized in the country’s general in­ 
terest, and will be made up 
with 
honesty 
and 
fairness. 
National 
wealth w ill be developed. 
A ll 
nar 
tioual alliances now existing w ill 
be 
respected, and friendly relations witfi 
all states are desired. 
Press 
free­ 
dom is assured, and all star chamber 
methods will be abolished. Public in­ 
struction will be completely secular­ 
ized.” 
Machado promised 
the reorganiza­ 
tion of the army and navy, the gov­ 
ernment serving the people’s best in­ 
terests in every possible way.

demonstrated by the larg e attendance 
when State Commissioner of Horticul­ 
ture J. VV. .Teffrey called the fourth 
day’s session to order yesterday. 
i)r. 'Cyril G. Hopkin.s, who was to 
have spoken on tlie 
application 
of 
science to local soil conditions, was 
called away by iiiiO '.-; in his family, 
and 
i l ) r . C. H. IJpnnin, professor 
of 
soil bacteria at the i niver.siiy of Cali­ 
fornia, was the fir.st speaker. 
Ilis top­ 
ic was the relation of soil bacteria to 
the nitrog en q uestion, and the use of 
cover crops in orehard.s. 
Ho demon­ 
strated that cover < e-i s are a’nsolute- 
ly essential in the ;;roper handling of 
the soil. 
He stated tiiat the nitrog en 
and leg uminous eontenis can be kept 
up by the use of soil covers and the 
fertility g radually improved. 
“Soils in every ¡lart of the world,’’ 
said Dr. Lipraan, “have been improved 
by leg umes, the nitrog en increasing 
instead of decreasing with their use. 
In e.x periments in this st.iie, the yield 
of wlieat has been (riided in 
many 
cases by plowing under field peas. In 
some cases the g rain g rew too tall be­ 
cause of an ex cess of nitrog en thus 
added, causing the s alks to lodg e. The 
importance of the use of these cover 
crops to improve the physical condi­ 
tion of the soil cannot he too strong ly 
emphasized.’’ 
A g eneral discussion followed 
the 
address of Dr. Idpman, during which 
Chas. Mills of Riverside urg ed the in­ 
creased use of leLoimiiious crops in 
Southern California. 
The discussion coTicluded, Dr. Lip- 
man took up the q uestion of soil bac­ 
teria In relation to other plant foods, 
and of the relation of manures and 
fertilizers to soil bacteriolog y. 
He il­ 
lustrated bow bacteria are necessary 
for the development of other 
plant 
elements than nitiog en. 
He stated 
that in decaying org anic matter var­ 
ious acids are formed, especially car- 
l)onie acid, which 
i ve to dissolve 
the mineral element.-, in the soil and 
thus render them available for plant 
life. 
He urg ed attention to the pro­ 
per develoiunent of tlie soil with re­ 
ference to the elements that produce 
beneficial bacteria, :nid said that lime 
is essential in soil as it neutralizes 
any acidity which is detrimental to 
bacterial g rowth. 
Dr. F. H. King , dean of the depart­ 
ment of ag riculture if tlie University 
of Wisconsin, interested the audience 
at the afternoon session with an illus­ 
trated lecture upon his studies of the 
ag ricultural methods of China, Korea 
and .lapan. 
He said that it is only 
by the constant application of home­ 
made fertilizer, by the use of leg umes 
and by the most inr.>nsive cultivation 
that soil fertility has been maintained 
in the ancient fi'eld.i of the Orient. He 
stated that the use of leg umes Is not 
new, as thoug ht by many in the Unit­ 
ed States, but has been practiced in 
China and .lapaii for thousands 
of 
years.
